Mr. and Mrs. J. H. H attendorf, 
pioneer residents of Roselle cele­ 
brated their fiftieth wedding anni­ 
versary Wednesday afternoon and 
evening. The guests were the mem­ 
bers of the ladies aid of Trinity 
church, their husbands, members of 
the fam ilies of Mr. and Mrs. Hat- 
tendorf and his business asso cia tes. 
Mr. J. Ii. Hattendorf is the old­ 
est pioneer in Roselle. 
He is still 
hale and hearty and although near­ 
ing the KO year mark, keeps in 
touch with business affairs. He has 
been president of the Roselle State 
Bank ever since its organization, 
25 years ago. 
It was 
a gala 
occasion and I 
brought together old friends and I 
residents of Roselle and surround-1 
ing 
com munity. 
The 
company 
gathered at 2:30, when Rev. N auss | 
gave a short talk, congratulating I 
the honored couple and reminding 
them to whom credit w as due, the 
Supreme Being. 
He spoke in both

German.

He occupied various offices 
of public trust. 
Aside from being 
president of the local bank 25 years 
he was school director lo years, 
township assessor one term , super­ 
visor of Bloomingdale township 2 
term s, delegates to state conven­ 
tion which nominated Deneen for 
governor, chairman of the Du Page 
Co. supervisors to attend the Il­ 
linois Supervisor’s 
conference at 
Peoria. 
Mr. H attendorf w as undertaker 
for 40 years. During his long term 
as postm aster he conducted three 
exam inations for rural carriers and 
took two exam inations as postm as­ 
ter, leceiving the highest grade. 
Mr. H attendorf retired from bus­ 
iness in 1925. 
He can look hack 
upon a life of service to his com ­ 
munity. 
He was not only a suc­ 
cessful merchant and a good fin­ 
ancier, but In- held the respect and 
confidence of everyone. 
His hon­ 
esty was never questioned. 


Early History 
It was difficult for a reporter 
to get Mr. H attendorf to tell of 
him self but there are a number of 
things about his life and the ear­ 
lier days in Roselle that will be 
interesting to a great many of our 
Headers. 
Mr. H attendorf was born May K, 
1852, 
and 
w as 
confirmed 
in 
Schaumburg by Rev. Rickman in j 
Ik<Kb 
At the age of lr, years, he 
obtained em ploym ent in Chicago at' 
$8.00 per month. 
A fter working; 
11 months at the job, he went to j 
Elgin as clerk for McNeal Broth­ 
ers, receiving a salary of -520 p e r 1 
month. 
When his father, who owned 170 I 
acres of land in Schaumburg town­ 
ship, bought an additional 70 acres' 
Mr. Hattendorf returned home to 
help farm the 200 acre farm. 
At the age of 20 years, he en-1 
tered the em ploy 
of the Illin ois1 
Linen Co., who conducted a flax 
mill and store at Roselle. 
He re- 
reived $25 a month ami in tw o ! 
years had saved $520. 
Meets His Bride 
His em ployers conducted a store j 
and it was there that Mr. Hatten- 
dorf was employed, when he he- j 
came acquainted 
with 
a demure j 
young lady, by the name of Dom - j 
thea Meyer, who lived across the ! 
street. 
They were married June j 
0, 1K78. He worked a year for John I 
A. E. Lindt, successor to tin* flax ! 
company, when in the spring of j 
1880 he purchased the store and j 
formed a 
partnership 
with Mr. ; 
Bagge, under 
the firm 
name oi ; 
Hattendorf and Bagge. 
This part­ 
nership continued until 190:5 when 
Mr. H attendorf became sole own­ 
er and continued 
it until March, 
1925, when he sold it to Mr. VV. IL 
Saueim an, his faithful clerk. 
Mr. 
Hattendorf 
has 
alw ays 
seemed alm ost like a father to Mr. 
Sauerman. 
The latter w as a boy 
of 14 years when he entered the 
em ploy of Mr. Hattendorf. The lat­ 
ter told the story at the tabla that 
when custom ers came in the store 
his boy clerk would frequently hide 
especially if the 
custom ers were 
young ladies. He said that he soon 
cured him of his bashfulness and 
he looks back with pleasure upon 
the many years of faithful service 
given to him by his protege.

doubts if any store owner can boast 
of retaining' the services of one 
person as m any years.

So before the marriage 
Hie man is married to a banana 
tree or some other plant. 
All

riage,^ the new wife being consid­ 
ered Immune from evil influences. 
From Bombay comes news of an 
extraordinary

at Bnrdoli, near Ahmerlabad, the 
principal being a Brahmin girl and 
ft pipai tree, the sacred fig of 
India. 
The girl became Mind through 
smallpox at the age of six, and her 
father, knowing that no oi** would 
accept her in marriage, expressed 
the desire, before he died last year, 
that she .should wed a pipal tree. 
He advised her to stay at home all 
her life, dedicating her spare mo­ 
ments to the contemplation of Di­ 
vine Providence. 
A caste dinner was held in honor 
of the marriage, which was cele­ 
brated with the prescribed Hindu 
rites.
